Vital Changes 
tn Grain Act 


OTTAWA, March 23—Vital am- 
endments to the Grain Act, a _here- 
tofore contentions subject in parlia- 
ment, are involved in a bill of which 
the government gave informal noti¢e 
today. The measure will be intro- 
duced any time after tomorrow. 
Meanwhile the amendments pro- 
posed deal with warehouse receipts 
and the. new sections are as follows: 

A private elevator operated for, or 
in behalf, of or in co-operation with 
the grain pools or any of them, may 
issue such receipt to the shipper or 
his consignee. 

For section 150 of the act it is 
planned to substitute the following: 
“Such receipt shal) also state upon 
its.face that the grain mentioned 
therein has been received into store 
and that upon the return of such re- 
ceipt called upon payment or tender 
of payment of all lawful charges for 
receiving, storing, insurance, deliv- 
ering or otherwise handling such 
grain, which may acerue {o the per- 
son *on whose account it has been 
taken into store or to his order from 
the country elevator where it was re- 
ceived for storage, or, if-he so desires 
no quantities not less than carload 
lots, on track at any terminal ele- 
vator in the western inspection divi- 
sion or at a proper terminal elevator 
at or adjacent to Duluth, so soon as 
the transportation cOmpany delivers 
the same at such terminal aha the 
certificate of grade’ and weight ig re- 
omyed. s “}seed wheat.

1O A SLaLement made this week by 
ueorge Mcivor, western sales agent 
of the wheat pool, who said that tas 
week there was quite a heavy _move- 
ment.

At 
a very oarly age his genius was recog- 
nized, and at four he began the stady 
of music with his father who was 
very severe and stern, 
and grandfather were « court 
musicians, At the age of nine he 
had advanced so much that his 
father could teach him no more, and 
from then on his musical training 
was in the hands of the court or- 
ganist. 

From the earliest we find Beetho- 
ven among aristocracy, not from 
his birthright to it, but from: the 
charm he exercised over his hearers 
by his music, improvising and e@x- 
temporizing for the occasions. In 
later years he moved to Vienna. 

He was very eccentric, but — his 
geniality as an an artist, and his 
noble ‘generosity won the hearts of 
lovers and caused them to 
condone his freaks, He always met 
aristocrats as their equal, even 
letting the reigning monarchs pay 
court to him, 

In 1800 he contracted a malady 
which brought. on deafness at an 
alarming pace, and caused Beethoven 
cute mental suffering.

The week commencing April 24 and 
ending April 30 will be ‘Save the 
Forest Week” in Canada by Royal 
proclamation. During this week a 
special effort will be made to impress

of » “They were first published by George N. Morang, 
of Toronto, in 1904, and comprised twenty volumes covering Canadian 
history from Champlain to Macdonald and from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific. Each period and historical figure discussed was dealt with by 
a scholar and writer particu 


larly conversant with his subject, the result 
being to gather into the confined space of a few volumes a comprehensive 
view of Canadian history. 


With the more than twenty years that have passed since this series 
was first published there has taken place a vast amount of research 
and discovery in the history of this country;“and episodes and characters 
of past days.are now much more clearly seen than they, previously were. 
Thus the Oxford Press of Toronto, into whose possession the plates of 
these books have passed, very wisely decided to issue a new and revised 
edition of the series. This has been produced under the able editorship 
of W. L. Grant, M.A., LL.D., who has succeeded in greatly adding to 
the historical value.of the work.

Passengers aboard the Canadian, 
Pacific Enipress of Scotland were 
not deprived of visiting China on 
the present round-the-world cruise 
of this ship, on account of the re- 
cent trouble in that country.

A new Canadian bird, the “tur- 
ken,” has made its appearance. It 
is a cross between a turkey and a 
Rhode: Island hen, and was first 
brought to public attention at the 
Edmonton poultry show. George 
Spurgeon, who raised it, claims that 
it will effect a revolution in the 
poultry business, as it combines the 
best features of the hen and the 
turkey. It has a hen body and a 
turkey head, 

His Majesty King George and 
H.R.H. the Prince of Wales have 
notified the British section of the 
World’s Poultry Congress that they 
fntend to exhibit poultry at the 
congress exhibition to be held in 
Ottawa from July 27 to August 4 
next.
